"I  remember  Dr.  William  Hyden,"  says 
Ron  Jordan,  BCC  Alumni  President.  "I 
remember  my  first  Chemistry  exam.  We  all 
agreed  to  come  in  at  7:30  a.m.  Dr.  Hyden 
was  already  there  and  had  brought  donuts 
and  orange  juice  for  us!  Then  he  said,  "You 
are  all  responsible  adults.  Here  is  the  ex- 
amination. I'm  going  to  my  office.  Talk 
among  yourselves  if  you  like.  I  trust  you," 
and  he  left.  "I'll  never  forget  that.  We  all 
just  sat  there,  and  we  talked,  but  not  one 
student  in  the  room  cheated.  Dr.  Hyden  was 
that  kind  of  professor.  He  brought  out  the 
best  in  you."  Dr  Hyden,  now  deceased, 
brought  out  the  best  in  Jordan,  as  he  did  for 
countless  others,  and  Jordan  seeks  to  bring 
out  the  best  in  his  students. 

Jordan  graduated  BCC  in  1970  and 
taught  one  year  at  Jefferson  Davis  School 
in  Blackville,  S.C.  He  couldn't  get  over  miss- 
ing Charleston,  so  he  came  back  to  teach  in 
Goose  Creek  (71-74)  as  part-time  ad- 
ministration then  full-time  until  1980.  Then 
he  went  to  Hanahan  Area  Superintendent's 
office  to  coordinate  60  buses  for  three 
years.  Now  he  is  at  Stratford  High  School, 
near  BCC  campus. 

"Stratford  is  a  wonderful  place,"  Jor- 
dan says.  "It  is  a  1 3-million-dollar  school, 
fully  self  contained.  We  have  some  15  hun- 
dred students  this  year  and  fifty-six  on  the 
faculty.  I'm  assistant  principal."  Jordan 
loves  his  work 

His  philosophy:  A  teacher  should  be 
firm,  fair  and  consistent,  and  should  push 
students  to  their  maximum  to  perform  at 
their  full  potential.  A  teacher  should  look  for 
the  spark  in  the  mind  of  the  students,  to  fan 
to  light  the  torch  for  eagerness  to  learn. 

Jordan  is  also  excited  and  very  op- 
timistic about  his  work  as  BCC  Alumni 
President.  "This  is  a  great  school  and  will 
be  even  greater  later  on,  if  the  alumni  will 
get  behind  it. ..talk  it  up  be  loyal,  be  in- 
terested and  remember  ,  helping  BCC  to 
get  good  students  will  help  OUR 
children  ..and  their  children  .

A  Hint  of  How  It  Was 

Benefield  Unearths  History, 
Finds  The  Dream  Lives  On 


Joel  Benefield  is,  by  instinct,  curious 
about  history  and  fascinated  since  he  was  a 
very  young  boy  by  stories  of  Seminole  In- 
dians in  Florida. 

Benefield  is  a  senior  at  Baptist  Col- 
lege, earning  a  Sociology  major  with  a 
minor  in  Secondary  Education.  This  sum- 
mer, studying  with  Dr.  Graham  Tomlinson, 
he  took  on  a  project  to  do  archeological  dig- 
gings at  the  site  of  the  Ralph  Izard  Planta- 
tion House  in  the  undeveloped  portion  of 
Baptist  College  campus. 

His  color  slides  show  moss  and  vine 
covered  expanses  of  ancient  brick,  old 
wells,  and  steps  that  lead  to  nowhere  now, 
but  retain  angles  and  curves  that  give  clues 
to  past  grandeur.  Benefield  points  out  the 
one  remaining  wood  beam  that  has  surviv- 
ed time  and  now  shows  the  way  the  floor 
once  lay.  It  is  from  a  hallway,  Benefield 
believes. 

"I  look  at  these  bricks  and  the  thought 
comes  to  mind  about  whose  hand  made 
these  steps  and  walls  and  whose  idea  it  was 


to  dig  a  well  over  here  and  another  one 
close  by"  The  foundations  of  small 
buildings  near  the  wells,  he  thinks,  may 
have  been  for  slaves  or  perhaps  for  storage 
purposes. 

"I  had  some  help  about  half  the  time," 
Benefield  says.  Rodney  Howard  and  Peggy 
Skipper  had  "explored"  the  area  with 
Benefield  months  before  the  opportunity 
came  for  him  to  dig  around  in  the  ruins  for 
college  credit.  They  and  a  dog  kept  him 
company  now  and  then,  and  the  two 
students  helped  with  digging  on  several 
days. 

It  was  during  this  experience  that 
Benefield  began  to  be  impressed  with  the 
"linkings"  of  his  own  past  and  thus 
motivated  to  study  and  contemplation  as  to 
the  significance  of  personal  history  as  it  is 
revealed  upon  serious  examination. 

"Since  I  was  a  child,  I  was  always  in- 
terested to  hear  anything  about  the 
Seminoles  and  about  this  country's  history, 
especially  in  this  section  of  the  continent,"

he  relates.  "When  I  was  doing  this  research 
this  summer,  I  was  surprised  and  excited  to 
find  out  that  the  third  Ralph  Izard  had  a  son 
who  was  in  the  army  and  killed  fighting  the

Izard  Legacy  A  Proud  Heritage 


To  some,  the  pretty  body  of  water 
behind  the  gymnasium  is  "Lake  Izard." 
No  one  seems  to  know  how  the  idea 


began,  except  perhaps  to  say  the  name 
is  an  instinctive  response  to  the  recogni- 
tion that  this  land  was  once  owned  by  a 
distinguished  family  by  that  name. 

Remains  of  the  old  Ralph  Izard  Man- 
sion are  still  faintly  visible  not  far  from 
where  students  walk  every  day.  From 
time  to  time  the  subject  of  the  Izard  fami- 
ly surfaces  in  a  conversation,  and  now 
and  then  an  interterm  class  or  a 
archeologfcally-motivated  individual 
digs  around  a  bit  into  our  past.  It  seems 
appropriate  that  we  remind  ourselves 
now  and  then  of  the  proud  heritage  that 
is  Baptist  College's  history,  too. 

The  name  Izard  SHOULD  appear 
somewhere.. .on  this  campus.  This  land 
is  Baptist  College  land  now,  and  history 
comes  alive  every  day  for  those  who 
know  how  to  recognize  it,  and  to  ap- 
preciate it. 

Mornings,  just  after  the  sun  begins 
to  warm  the  air,  early  risers  can  see  the 
beautifully  haunting  mists  that  often 
move  over  the  reflection  pond  at  mid- 


campus  and  the  Lake  That  Is  Named 
Izard.  Silvery  blue-gray  wisps  of 
moisture,  like  delicate  curtains  part  soft- 
ly to  reveal  long-necked  white  cranes, 
wood  ducks  and  sea  birds  that  come 
back  here  because  they  feel  safe  once 
more,  now  that  trees  and  grass  are  grow- 
ing once  again.  The  endangered  Least 
Terns  have  come  to  this  campus  for 
several  years  now  to  nest  and  raise  their 
young,  finding  appropriate  conditions  on 
the  roof  of  the  Library  building  and  the 
nearby  reflection  pond.  The  balance  of 
nature  undisturbed  is  gradually  bringing 
the  old  Plantation  back  to  life.  What  Bap- 
tist College  people  see  at  dawn  and  at 
dusk  on  this  campus  was  seen  by  the 
Izards,  long  ago.  The  land,  the  skies,  the 
water  —  the  creatures. 

There  were  several  Ralph  Izards.  They 
passed  the  land  from  son  to  son,  and  an  old 
Historical  and  Genealogical  Magazine  says: 
"Ralph  Izard,  the  (first)  immigrant,  arrived

If  you  haven't  met  him  yet,  you  pro- 
bably will,  quite  soon.  Whether  you  be  stu- 
dent, alumni,  pastor,  teacher,  business  per- 
son, educator,  lawyer,  merchant,  chief,  and 
If  you  are  in  the  Lowcountry  area,  Jairy  C, 
Hunter  will  soon  be  a  person  you  will 
recognize.  And  once  you've  been  intro- 
duced, he  will  probably  remember  your 
name  thereafter,  too.  One  of  the  first  things 
people  notice  about  Hunter  is  the  way  he 
listens.  And  he  remembers 

Jairy  C  Hunter  is  Baptist  College's 
new  president  His  name  is  from  the  Bible 
Remember  Jarius.  who  sought  Jesus'  help 
for  his  sick  daughter''  "That  is  my  father's 
name  and  my  son's  name,  too.  I  haven't 
known  anybody  else  by  that  name,  but  my 
family  and  I  like  it  because  it  continually 
reminds  us  of  the  good  things  that  can  be 
accomplished  if  we  trust  God  and  seek  his 
guidance.  Mom  and  Dad  are  strong  Chris- 
tians, and  I'm  happy  they  selected  Jairy  as 
my  name." 

Hunter  is  not  afraid  of  hard  work,  nor 
of  complex  details.  He  paces  himself  in- 
stinctively. "A  quiet  dynamo"  someone  said 
about  him  recently.  Hunter  began  his  Bap- 
tist College  at  Charleston  tenure  early.  He's 
a  planner.  A  month  before  his  family  arrived 


to  take  up  residence  in  Summerville,  Hunter 
had  been  living  on  campus,  sharing  dorm- 
itory and  dining  hall  life  with  the  students.  In 
fact,  since  May  when  he  was  officially  an- 
nounced the  man  selected  to  be  BCCs  se- 
cond president,  he  started  coming  to 
Charleston  from  Wilmington.  N  C  ,  regularly 
every  weekend,  to  be  on  campus,  learning 
the  ropes.  He  became  a  familiar  figure,  ear- 
ly on  Sometimes  in  shirt  sleeves,  always 
carrying  a  sheaf  of  papers,  he  could  be 
seen  striding  through  the  halls,  across  the 
campus,  getting  familiar  with  the  work 
ahead 

You  won't  have  to  wait  long  to  learn 
what  things  in  life  Hunter  believes  are  priori- 
ty considerations  He  constantly  refers  to 
"Sissy,"  his  wife,  and  his  children,  Jill,  age 
12  and  Jairy,  age  17,  as  "The  Hunter 
Team."  Hunter  places  high  value  on  family. 
Hunter  says  he  and  his  wife,  both  natives  of 
Lancaster,  SC  ,  have  dated  since  high 
school  days  and  have  enjoyed  helping  each 
other  obtain  a  formal  education.  Priority 
considerations  he  stresses  are  faith  in  God, 
his  family,  helping  people,  and  good 
physical  education. 

Hunter  also  believes  in  being  responsi- 
ble and  thorough  and  in  doing  one's  best. 


"Be  courteous  and  helpful  to  everyone,"  he 
admonishes.  "Don't  ever  let  down.  You 
have  only  one  chance  to  make  a  good  im- 
pression. Do  your  best  all  of  the  time 
Everybody  is  important." 

He  also  lists  good  use  of  one's  time. 
He  stresses  that  who  you  spend  your  time 
with  and  what  you  spend  your  time  doing 
are  of  utmost  importance. 

Then  comes  the  word  you'll  hear 
Hunter  use  over  and  over  in  conversations 
and  in  his  speeches  —  MISSION  "What  is 
the  mission  of  Baptist  College?  We  must 
know  the  mission  and  with  a  clear  sense  of 
mission,  everyone  must  spend  eighty  per- 
cent of  their  time  on  the  twenty  percent  of 
activities  which  will  yield  the  most 
results.  "  Hunter  continues  to  emphasize 
that  the  mission  of  Baptist  College  at 
Charleston  is  "to  provide  ACADEMIC  EX- 
CELLENCE IN  A  CHRISTIAN  ENVIRON- 
MENT " 

"A  smile,"  Hunter  says,  "is  our  most 
effective,  least  costly,  public  relations 
resource."  He  has  little  patience  with 
negative  attitudes.  People  who  would  speak 
in  public  negatively  about  the  place  where 
they  work,  or  refer  unfavorably  about  those 
who  serve  in  the  organization  are  likely  to 
soon  feel  the  impact  of  Hunter's  direct  at- 
tention "Let's  not  ever  forget,"  he  told  a 
group  of  colleagues  recently,  "that  stu- 
dents are  our  clients.  We  must  focus  all  of 
our  efforts  and  resources  toward  achieving 
for  our  students  academic  excellence  in  a 
Christian  environment." 

Lest  at  some  time  someone  who 
punches  a  time  clock,  or  considers  his  or 
her  job  unimportant,  or  there  are  students 
who  say  something  to  the  effect  that  The 
President  has  no  idea  or  appreciation  for 
"what  it  is  really  like  as  a  student  or

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employee"  —  take  note  of  the  part  of  Dr. 
Jairy  C-  Hunter's  history  he  says  is  his  key 
to  understanding  people.  Hunter  has  work- 
ed at  every  level  in  several  types  of 
organizations  as  a  laborer  and  executive. 
He  completed  his  educational  training  while 
maintaining  full-time  employment  and  com- 
muting long  distances. 

In  fact,  Hunter  says,  had  it  not  been  for 
the  kinds  of  beginnings  he  had  in  his  career 
development,  he  would  not  have  been  as 
excited  and  enthusiastic  about  Christian 
Higher  Education  as  he  is  today.  He  refers 
to  a  number  of  Christian  faculty  and  other 
individuals  who  really  cared  about  his  future 
and  provided  encouragement  and  support 
for  his  educational  development.  In  his  pre- 
presidential  and  academic  career,  he  has 
operated  an  automobile  business  and  an 
auto  body  shop,  several  coin  laundries,  a 
grocery  store  and  owned  commercial  and 
apartment  rental  properties,  among  other 
things.  Today  Hunter  is  an  excellent 
teacher  and  academician,  a  planner,  a 
careful  evaluator  —  a  man  with  a  very 
distinct  sense  of  direction  It  was  not 
always  so. 

"My  ambition  in  high  school  was  to  ob- 
tain an  athletic  scholarship  in  football  to 
USC.  I  set  my  goals  in  athletics  too  high, 
and  I  didn't  receive  the  scholarship,  and  I 
went  through  a  long  period  of  lostness.  I 
drifted  and  had  no  sense  of  direction  for  the 
future.  I  went  one  year  to  Wingate  Col- 
lege and  dropped  out  to  join  the  Army  After 
that  I  purchased  a  small  grocery  store,  then 
took  a  job  as  a  laborer  in  industry.  I  began 
to  observe  successful  people  and  started 
establishing  some  reasonable  career  and 
educational  goals.  I  took  correspondence 
courses  in  letter  writing  and  speed  reading 
to  prepare  for  an  office  position.  Six  months 
after  being  employed  in  industry  I  was  pro- 
moted to  a  position  in  the  order  entry 
department.  Later  I  received  several  other 
promotions  in  management.  One  day  the 
company  officials  indicated  they  were  con- 
sidering me  for  a  key  management  position, 
but  I  needed  more  education. 

"I  knew  I  had  to  either  leave  the  com- 
pany or  obtain  a  college  degree  somehow. 
So  I  started  taking  night  classes  and  worked 
days  to  support  my  family.  After  several 
years  I  finished  a  bachelor's  degree  and 
received  a  full  academic  scholarship  to 
graduate  school.  I  was  awarded  a  teaching 
fellowship  and  found  that  I  really  liked  to 
teach  First,  I  thought  I'd  go  back  to  my  old 
high  school  to  teach  and  coach  I  realized 
that  I  was  genuinely  interested  in  helping 
students  to  find  and  develop  their  best 
niche  in  life,  because  it  had  been  so  hard  for

me  to  decide.  Then  I  realized  that  higher 
education  administration  appealed  to  me, 
and  I  decided  to  move  out  of  private 
business."  For  six  years  Dr.  Hunter  served 
as  Dean  of  Students  and  taught  in  the 
graduate  school  at  Appalachian  State 
University,  Boone,  N.C. 

In  1977,  he  went  to  Florida  to  become 
Vice  President  for  Business  and  Administra- 
tion, Broward  Community  College,  Fort 
Lauderdale  and  immediately  was  plunged 
into  more  activity  than  he  had  ever  dream- 


ed he  would  have. 

The  position  was  a  critical  one.  The 
college  consisted  of  four  campuses,  with  an 
enrollment  of  approximately  50,000 
students.  The  college  was  in  the  midst  of  an 
11.5  million  dollar  construction  program. 
The  responsibilities  Hunter  faced  were 
multi-complex.  A  writer  in  the  area  describ- 
ed Hunter's  qualifications  in  these  words: 
"The  VEEP  of  Administration  job  called  for  a 
psychologist,  accountant,  lawyer,  educator 
and  a  magician  with  a  fast  mind  and  a  slow 
tongue.  The  person  had  to  be  perfect  in 
health,  with  nerves  of  iron  Since  he  would 
be  in  charge  of  construction,  he  had  to  have 
an  eagle  eye  for  the  fine  print  in  contracts. 
Since  he  was  in  charge  of  personnel,  he 
had  to  understand  motivation  and  staff 
development.  Dr.  Hunter  was  the  commit- 
tee's unanimous  choice..." 

Baptist  College's  Presidential  Search 
Committee  heard  this,  and  many  other  such 
descriptions  of  Jairy  Hunter,  both  officially 
and  unofficially.  Seen  at  close  range  by 
BCC  people  since  his  arrival  in  May,  the 
evaluations  are  confirmed.  His  apparent 
tirelessness  is  revealed  as  stemming  from  a 
healthy  and  joyful  enthusiasm  for  life.  His 
zest  for  tackling  tough  assignments  is 
seasoned  with  a  mature  and  genuine  humili- 
ty, and  a  consistent  evidence  of  sensitivity 
to  others.  He  is  seen  as  a  man  whose  razor- 
sharp  intellect  can  cut  quickly  to  the  core  of

a  discussion  to  the  "meat  of  the  matter" 
and  who  is  absolutely  committed  to  take 
whatever  time  and  effort  will  be  required  to 
"get  it  right." 

Observers  soon  become  aware  of 
something  else  —  A  Gibraltar-sound  faith 
—  which  accounts  for  his  apparent  "unflap- 
pable" nature,  and  his  calm  countenance 
that  frequently  breaks  into  a  wide  smile  and 
is  accented  by  an  infectious  chuckle.  But 
the  President  is  The  President,  and 
Hunter's  sense  of  Personal  Mission  per- 
vades his  presence  in  any  gathering  It  is 
clear  to  everyone,  in  any  official  gathering, 
that  Jairy  C.  Hunter  knows  who  he  is  and 
where  he  is  going.  He  also  consistently 
seeks  advice  and  counsel  from  those  who 
are  affiliated  with  the  college.  He  has  the  vi- 
sion, charisma  and  academic  experience  to 
lead  Baptist  College  in  achieving  its  mission 
with  dignity  and  quality  during  the  1980s

Seminoles  at  Withlacoochee,  near 
Brooksville,  where  I  grew  up." 

Benefield  used  as  a  base  for  research 
maps  and  materials  in  the  Baptist  College 
Archives  that  were  placed  there  by  Dr  Paul 
Reitzer,  Dr.  Reitzer  led  an  interterm  project 
several  years  ago  when  a  group  of  BCC 
students  dug  at  the  sight  and  produced  a 
sizeable  amount  of  artifacts  and  informa- 
tion. 

At  the  start  he  contacted  Martha 
Zeirden,  an  archeologist  recommended  by 
the  South  Carolina  Historical  Society,  who 
was  "most  helpful"  and  whose  interest  in 
his  project  sparked  a  deeper  interest  and 
closer  examination  of  the  subject  than 
Benefield  had  at  first  anticipated 

Working  mostly  during  hot  June  and 
July  afternoons,  Benefield  unearthed  bits 
and  pieces  of  history.  "I  found  two  broad 
hoes,  of  the  kind  they  used  in  those  days, 
and  a  section  of  old  chain,  ceramics  and 
glass. 

"You  dig  a  lot,  get  very  hot  and  tired, 
then  find  something  very  small,  and  all  your 
discouragement  is  gone,  and  you  want  to 
keep  going,"  Benefield  says.  "I  was  able  to 
find  outlines  of  the  main  house  and  some 
remains  of  some  out  buildings.  I  used  a 
metal  detector  along  the  stream  and  creek 
bed. 

"Now  walking  downtown  I  have  a 
strange  feeling  of  being  in  touch  with  the 
past,  more  than  ever  since  I  have  studied 
more  of  lower  South  Carolina's  history 
"The  Elms"  was  the  name  of  the  Izard  Plan- 
tation. I  am  glad  I  have  real  knowledge  of  its 
being.  I  know  it  means  more  to  me  than  it 


would  mean  to  someone  just  walking 
through." 

Now  he  studies  old  maps  and  traces 
old  roads  near  the  campus,  particularly  Old 
Dorchester  Road  and  Fort  Dorchester 
where  he  finds  evidence  of  history  and 
names  still  familiar  even  now  to  Lowcountry 
families. 

Benefield  says  he  has  really  thought 
about  working  with  a  museum  someday  — 
or  perhaps  doing  more  archeological  dig- 
ging somewhere. 

Benefield  earned  three  hours  credit 
toward  his  degree  requirements  in 
Sociology.  "I  studied  a  lot  in  the  library  and 
spent  several  hours  a  day  digging  three 
days  a  week  for  four  weeks.  Finally,  I  wrote 
a  paper  summing  up  the  project."  Dr. 
Tomlinson  was  pleased.  Benefield  got  an 
"A."

in  the  Providence  3  October,  1682.  On  19 
January,  1694,  John  Francis  Gignilliat 
received  a  grant  for  250  acres  which  he 
conveyed  to  Ralph  Izard  which  constituted 
the  beginning  of  Izard's  Plantation,  to  which 
he  added  on  19  Sept.,  1705  another  grant 
for  200  acres  and  on  1  February,  1708 
another  grant  for  500  acres,  all  adjoining  on 
the  head  of  Goose  Creek.  In  addition  he  had 
about  500  acres  adjoining  which  were  a 
part  of  a  tract  of  1000  acres  which  had 
been  run  out  for  Arthur  Middleton,  making  a 
tract  of  1450  acres,  which  on  his  death  in 
January,  1710  passed  under  his  will  to  his 
eldest  son,  Ralph  Izard  " 

Several  books,  containing  cor- 
respondence between  the  third  Ralph  Izard 


and  many  prominent  government  officials 
of  this  country  and  abroad,  were  published 
by  Ann  Izard  Deas  in  1 884.  Her  introduction 
to  the  book  gives  clear  glimpses  of  the  kind 
of  men  who  were  early  residents  of  our 
campus  land. 
We  quote: 

"Mr   Izard's  ancestors  were  English 

—  and  came  to  America  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Anne.  They  settled  in  South  Carolina 

—  where  they  acquired  considerable 
possessions,  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 

"The  family  residence  —  called  "The 
Elms"  —  was  situated  in  St.  James  Parish, 
Goose  Creek  —  about  seventeen  miles 
from  Charleston 

"He  was  named  Ralph  —  after  his 
Grandfather.  His  father  —  Mr.  Henry  Izard 

—  died  young  —  leaving  only  two  children 

—  and  Margaret  —  afterwards  married  to 
Mr  Daniel  Blake  —  she  died  without 
children. 

"Ralph  was  sent  at  a  very  early  age  to 
England  and  placed  at  school  at  Hackney 

—  and  his  education  was  finished  at  Christ 
College,  Cambridge. 

"He  then  came  to  America  —  and 
took  possession  of  his  Estate  He  passes  a 
good  deal  of  his  time  in  New  York,  where  he 
was  much  in  the  society  of  Mr  James 
DeLancey  —  then  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
that  Province. 

"He  married  his  niece  —  Miss  Alice 
DeLancey  —  daughter  of  Mr,  Peter 
DeLancey,  of  West  Chester 

"Mr  Izard  generally  —  while  in 
America  —  passed  the  winters  in  Carolina.

Students  in  religion,  music,  speech 
and  drama  classes  will  be  first  to  occupy 
the  newly-completed  Lightsey  Chapel  At  a 
meeting  of  college  administrators,  architect 
and  builders  in  early  August,  Dr.  J  C.  Hunter 
was  assured  the  teaching  facilities  would 
be  ready  for  scheduling  classes  early  in  the 
semester. 

As  of  mid-August,  activity  surrounding 
the  area  began  to  accelerate  even  more 
when  the  mammoth  blocks  of  white  marble 
that  spell  out  the  words,  LIGHTSEY 
CHAPEL,  were  painstakingly  lifted  via  giant 
cranes  and  placed  over  the  entrance  of  the 
building.  Meanwhile,  outside  painting,  land- 
scaping and  cleaning  was  beginning. 

Installation  of  seating,  carpeting, 
lighting  and  other  such  equipment  began  in 
late  August 

Dedication  of  the  Lightsey  Chapel  is  to 
take  place  in  a  series  of  events,  the  first  of 
which  will  be  an  art  exhibit  by  Baptist  Col- 
lege faculty  and  guests.  A  prayer  service, 
when  clergymen  of  the  state  will  come  to 
reflect  on  the  role  of  the  campus  edifice 
that  is  already  the  focus  of  attention,  both 
from  the  physical  and  the  spiritual  con- 
siderations, will  open  the  formal 
ceremonies  to  take  place  November  28  — 
December  4.

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Notice  who's  going  opposite  from  everybody  else?  Everybody's  here  but  Little  Independent... 

And  Then  There  Was  This  Duck.... 


A  gentling  of  the  mind,  born  of  the  sub- 
tle influence  of  seeing  creation  at  work  is 
one  of  the  newest  of  the  advantages  of  be- 
ing on  Baptist  College  campus. 

Now  our  trees  make  shade  big  enough 
to  sit  under,  and  our  lakes  and  ponds  are 
established  enough  for  birds  to  drink  and 
feed  from,  and  turtle  eggs,  tadpoles  and 
minnows  by  the  millions  for  us  to  watch. 

A  growing  population  of  creatures 
adds  immeasurably  to  the  atmosphere.  A 
signal  from  nature  has  been  sounded  ,  and 
heard. ..by  dignified,  long-legged  blue 
herons,  marvelous,  tall  white  cranes  and 
whimsical  ducks,  tame  and  wild  ,  not  to 
mention  the  (all-but-extinct-before- 
discovery-of-the-Library-roof-top-sanctuary) 
least  terns.  Then  there  are  seagulls  who 
stop  by,  and  bees  and  butterflies  who  have 
found  our  flowers  and  blooming  vines... 

As  summer  progressed  this  year, 
ducks  vied  with  students  at  midday  as  to 
who  would  get  to  the  shade  trees  first. 
Sometimes  they  shared.  Ducks  and  people 
together,  they  watched  passers  by,  or 
studied,  or  simply  sat  and  meditated  at  the 
sight  of  a  white  spire  against  a  perfect  blue 
sky. 

Early  this  spring  a  rich  brown  and  tan 
mallard  duck  hatched  a  nest  full  of  eggs 
and  as  soon  as  the  ducklings  had  dried  their 
fuzzy  little  bodies  in  the  sun,  she  brought 
them  across  campus  to  the  Reflection  Pond 
to  forage  for  food  ,  and  learn  to  swim.  Near- 
ly everybody  took  daily  note  of  the  placid 
hen  and  her  brood  and  marveled  at  how 
easily  they  came  to  trust  us  all.  Soon  they 


were  eating  from  the  hand  of  anyone  with 
time  enough  to  stop  and  be  still  awhile  and 
share  in  the  miracle  of  awareness  of  the 
kinship  of  all  life. 

One  of  the  ducklings  was,  from  the 
start,  an  obvious  individualist  From  the 
beginning,  he  was  almost  invariably  apart 
from  the  crowd.  Was  he  more  curious  than 
the  rest7  Hungrier,  or  a  faster  learner'  It 
was  difficult  to  tell  which,  but  he  seemed 
absorbed  in  his  own  world.  Often  he  would 
be  quite  far  from  his  mother  before  he'd 
turn,  circle  back,  and  return  to  swim  for  a 
while  with  the  rest  of  the  crowd  Mother 
Mallard  stayed  with  the  brood  and  taught 
them. ..lessons  in  swimming,  and  which 
seeds  and  bugs  and  grasses  are  tastiest. 

One  morning  we  stopped  at  pool  side

to  watch  awhile,  and  saw  that  Little  In- 
dependent was  almost  all  the  way  across 
the  pond  from  his  kinsfolk,  gliding  along, 
eagerly  exploring  and  happy.  But  suddenly, 
he  seemed  to  sense  his  aloneness.  He  lifted 
his  little  head  and  searched  the  surface  of 
the  water  Turning,  he  swam  in  small, 
uncertain  patterns,  all  the  while  looking  this 
way  and  that,  obviously  anxious.  Then  he 
spied  his  mother  and  his  brothers  and 
sisters.  His  tiny  webbed  feet,  that  had  been 
moving  in  absolute  quiet  beneath  the  sur- 
face of  the  water,  began  to  churn  and  were 
now  making  a  distinct  wake  behind  him.  He 
swam  very  close  to  his  mother,  and  wing  to 
wing  they  were  again  united.  He  seemed  to 
be  saying,  "Gee,  Mom,  I'm  glad  you  aren't 
lost..."  If  her  reply  was  a  reprimand,  it  was  a 
gentle  one.  She  spoke  a  series  of,  "Quack, 
quack,  quacks,"  and  that  was  all. 

Little  Independent  was  still  nestled 
close  by  when  his  mother  saw  a  delicacy  at 
the  bottom  of  the  pond.  She  quickly  upend- 
ed to  glean  the  tidbit.  Little  Independent 
took  one  look  and  immediately  attempted  to 
emulate  exactly  what  his  mother  was  doing. 
But  his  small,  weeks-old  body  was  not  yet 
equipped  for  this  kind  of  depth-foraging.  He 
upended,  and  took  a  complete  somersault. 
His  wee-small  yellow  webbed  feet  flailed 
the  air  momentarily,  then  he  righted  himself 
and  came  up  beside  his  mother,  looking,  we 
thought,  a  bit  puzzled  and  a  little  embar- 
rassed. His  mother  said,  "Quack."  Mean- 
while the  other  ducklings  were  treading

His  office  decor  is  distinctly  military. 
There  are  sparse,  but  smartly  displayed  ar- 
tifacts, flags  and  photos.  A  nameplate  on 
the  desk  is  reminiscent  of  responsibilities 
lately  held  that  brought  respect  and  still 
mean  a  great  deal. 

C  Curtis  Holcomb's  bearing  is  im- 
pressive. His  manner  creates  an  immediate 
atmosphere  of  gracious  dignity.  "He  looks  a 
little  like  a  blond  Abraham  Lincoln,"  I 
remembered  hearing  someone  say  of  him 
"What  we  really  want  to  know,"  I  said  to 
him,  "is  what  prompted  you  to  decide  to 
come  to  Baptist  College...?"  Crinkles  form- 
ed at  the  corners  of  Holcomb's  eyes.  He 
does  not  smile  broadly,  but  his  face  lights 
up  with  unmistakable  delight  when  a  sub- 
ject close  to  his  heart  is  mentioned.  We  saw 
at  once  the  question  was  the  right  one  to 
have  asked. 

"Get  your  pencil  and  start  writing,"  he 

said 

"Ten  years  ago,"  he  began,  "I  was 
selected  by  a  panel  to  be  given  opportunity 
to  go  to  post  graduate  school,  to  study 
anything  I  wished  to  study.  The  Chief  of 
Naval  Operations  Scholars  Program  made 
it  possible  for  me  to  follow  through  on 
something  I'd  had  in  my  head  for  a  long 
time. 

"I  had  always  felt  drawn  to  the  idea  of 
being  an  administrator  in  a  non-profit 
organization,  preferably  a  Christian 
college."  That  was  in  1973,  and  the  year  the 


pattern  began  to  form,  as  Holcomb  now 
recognizes  it. 

After  earning  the  Masters  in  Business 
Management  at  M.I.T.,  Holcomb's  life  took 
a  distinct  turn,  and  although  he  didn't  at  first 
see  the  exact  setting,  he  was  sure  his  ambi- 
tion to  be  in  institutional  management  on 
some  level,  somewhere  was  assuredly  the 
direction  he  wanted  to  go 

Decision  after  decision  led  him  into  yet 
more  years  in  the  military,  advancements 
and  honors.  But  the  tug  at  his  heart  did  not 
diminish.  He  still  longed  to  settle 
somewhere  and  become  a  part  of  college, 
working  out  his  ideals  in  the  context  of  good 
management 

Arriving  in  Charleston,  Holcomb  soon 
faced  another  period  of  decision,  another 
tour  of  Navy  duty  or  retirement  —  still 
without  a  clear  destination  for  his  continu- 
ing working  years. 

"We  enrolled  our  son  in  First  Baptist 
Church  school,"  he  relates.  "We  joined 
First  Baptist  and  found  good  friends  I  had 
many  talks  with  Henry  Finch  and  Arnold 
Eaves  about  what  I  had  in  my  heart  to  do

time  acting  vice  president  of  Baptist  Col- 
lege." Holcomb  was  encouraged  to  look  in- 
to the  idea  of  applying  for  some  possible 
position  at  Baptist  College. 

Holcomb  made  a  final,  firm  decision  to 
retire  from  the  Navy  on  a  Monday  morning.

Present  Option 

Dr  A  K.  Bonnette  and  Dr.  Clyde  Odom 
have  an  exciting  account  to  give  these  days 
concerning  the  achievement  of  an  agree- 
ment between  Baptist  College  and  the 
College  of  Engineering  at  University  of 
South  Carolina,  Columbia. 

Students  who  enroll  for  the  new  pro- 
gram in  engineering  at  Baptist  College  will 
take  the  exact  same  courses  being  taught 
in  the  College  of  Engineering  USC,  Colum- 
bia, and  credit  for  courses  taken  at  BCC  will 
be  awarded  by  USC. 

The  two/two  arrangement  between 
USC  and  BCC  was  made  official  by  a  signed 
agreement,  July  16,  1984.  The  program  is 
for  students  interested  in  chemical,  civil, 
electrical  and  computer  and  mechanical 
engineering. 

Engineering  110,  beginning  fall  ses- 
sion, is  the  prerequisite  course  to  the  other 
four  engineering  courses  that  USC  will  offer 
at  BCC 

At  the  end  of  their  third  semester  of 
the  prescribed  curriculum,  students  will  ap- 
ply to  the  College  of  Engineering,  USC,  and 
after  completing  the  fourth  semester  they 
will  transfer  to  the  College  of  Engineering, 
USC. 

"There's  a  lot  of  excitement  in  these 
first  days  of  the  new  era  at  Baptist 
College,"  Bonnette  says.  "There  are  new 
options  in  a  new  era.  It  is  a  signal  that  this 
college  is  willing  and  able  to  try  new  things. 
These  courses  are  the  only  such  available 
in  this  area.  And  this  is  not  the  last  of  our 
'new  things'. ..we  are  moving  forward1" 

Bonnette  is  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs;  Odom  is  Assistant  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs.  The  two 
men  have  worked  together  for  several 
months  on  the  Engineering  Opportunity  Pro- 
ject.

Simpkins  Shows  Well 
In  Olympic  Trials 

As  a  senior  in 
high  school,  Charles 
Simpkins  came  to 
Baptist  College  to 
demonstrate  his  triple 
jumping  skills.  About 
to  jump  in  beat-up 
basketball  shoes, 
Baptist  coaches  sug- 
gested he  try  more 
orthodox  jumping 
shoes.  He  improved  Charlie  Simpkins 
so  much  that  day  that  they  signed  him  on  an 
athletic  scholarship. 

That  day  was  a  milestone  for  the  Bap- 
tist College  track  department,  as  Simpkins 
has  proved  he  is  one  of  the  best  triple 
jumpers  in  the  nation.  Simpkins,  a 
sophomore  from  Aiken,  SC.,  has  come  a 
long  way  from  a  senior  in  high  school  jump- 
ing in  sneakers  This  summer  he  competed 
in  the  Olympic  trials. 

In  June,  Simpkins  traveled  to  Los 
Angeles  to  the  Olympic  Trials.  He  qualified 
for  the  finals  with  a  jump  of  54  feet,  23A  in- 
ches. During  the  finals,  he  missed  a  berth 
on  the  Olympic  team  with  a  jump  of  55  feet, 
finishing  fifth.  He  was  named  second  alter- 
nate for  the  Olympic  team. 

Earlier  in  June,  Simpkins  finished  third 
in  NCAA  Outdoor  Track  and  Field  Cham- 
pionships in  Eugene,  Oregon.  His  jump  of 
56  feet,  AVa  inches  set  a  new  BCC  record 
and  was  good  for  a  spot  in  the  top  ten  in 
American  triple  jumping  history. 

James  Quinn  also  represented  BCC  at 
the  NCAA  Championships.  He  finished 
fourth  in  the  1 1 0-meter  hurdles  and  failed  to 
qualify  for  the  finals.

life.  She  shared  with  me  that  everyone  who 
had  crossed  paths  at  Baptist  College  would 
remain  much  as  the  lasting  scent  of  flowers 
picked  in  a  garden.  The  flowers  were  gone, 
but  the  fragrance  remained  and  would  ever 
become  a  part  of  the  land.  So  too,  we  as 
alumni  of  BCC  would  leave,  plant  ourselves 
in  other  places  around  the  world,  but  the 
lasting  fragrance  of  our  lives  at  BCC  would 
be  a  part  of  us  for  time  and  eternity. 

Never  have  I  felt  the  truth  of  that  state- 
ment more  poignantly  than  when  I  stood  on 
what  once  was  a  small  patch  of  grass  and 
dirt  and  is  now  our  soon-to-be  dedicated 
chapel-auditorium.

Our  story  begins  with  events  leading 
up  to  1975  in  the  lives  of  two  highly 
motivated  young  people.  Richard  Dantzler, 
born  in  Eutawville,  and  Deborah  Barrett  of 
Sumter,  met  that  September  on  the  campus 
of  Baptist  College  at  Charleston.  Both  knew 
exactly  what  they  wanted  to  do  with  their 
lives.  He'd  arrived  at  a  well-thought-out 
decision  to  go  into  the  gospel  ministry. 
Since  her  earliest  remembrance,  Deborah 
had  known  only  one  career  ambition  —  to 
be  a  lawyer. 

Today  their  lives  are  meshed  in  com- 
bination of  two  specialties,  plus  that  of 
parenthood.  And  the  blend  is  harmonious. 

They  met  at  a  Baptist  Student  Union 
gathering.  "He  was  one  of  the  new  people," 
she  said.  "I  was  so  busy  I  really  didn't 
notice  him  at  first.  But  one  evening  soon 
after  school  started,  we  took  a  bunch  of 
BSUers  to  Jenkins  Orphanage  to  do  a  pro- 
gram. I  had  the  dubious  honor  of  being  the 
driver  for  one  of  the  cars  carrying  the 
students.  On  the  way  home  I  took  a  wrong 
turn  and  drove  into  an  exit  going  the  wrong 
direction.  The  thing  that  impressed  me  first 
of  all  was  how  understanding,  courteous 
and  gracious  he  was  to  me." 

Deborah  was  uncharacteristically 
flustered  about  something  that  evening, 
though  she  does  not  admit  to  realizing  it. 
But  chemistry  was  at  work.  They  dated  and 
talked  a  lot  about  what  they  believed,  what 
they  wanted  to  do  about  what  they  believed, 
and  shared  life  stories.  Four  months  later 
they  were  engaged 

"What  I  liked  about  her  right  away," 
Richard  says,  "Was  that  she  is  indepen- 
dent. I  like  that.  And  she  was  organized,  and 
what  she  said  she  would  do,  she  did.  She 
still  does.  I  still  like  that,  too." 

It  was  a  busy  time.  She  was  state  BSU 
secretary;  he  was  hard  at  work  putting  all 
his  efforts  into  courses  that  would  be  lead- 
ins  for  admission  to  seminary.  "Dr.  Carlton 
Winbery  was  my  favorite  professor,"  Dant- 
zler says.  "We  both  appreciate  him  very 
much.  In  fact,  he  flew  back  from  New 
Orleans  to  officiate  at  our  wedding,  August 
22,  1976." 

Dr  Gerald  Hasty  is  the  professor  Deb- 
bie will  always  remember  most  vividly.  "At 
first,  and  for,  quite  a  while  I  thought  he  didn't 
like  me  because  he  didn't  approve  of 
women  lawyers.  I  thought  he  was  hard  on 
me  because  he  wanted  to  discourage  me. 
But  when  I  got  to  law  school,  I  realized  he 
was  really  toughening  me  up  for  the  in- 
creased demands  of  law  study.  I  appreciate

him  more  than  I  can  say..." 

They  graduated  BCC  in  1 976.  By  1 982, 
both  had  realized  their  ultimate  goals  in 
education.  He  completed  work  at 
Southeastern  Theological  Seminary,  Wake 
Forest,  N.C.;  she  had  earned  a  law  degree 
at  Campbell  University,  Buies  Creek,  N  C  , 
and  had  passed  her  bar  exams.  Also  in 
1982,  his  ordination,  a  new  church  assign- 
ment and  parenthood  became  theirs. 
Richard  Barrett  Dantzler  was  born 
November  29  and  obviously  crowns  every 
other  accomplishment,  with  joy. 

Some  people  are  pleased,  some  people 
are  put  off  by  their  professional-marital  rela- 
tionship, the  Dantzlers  say.  In  one  instance 
a  pulpit  committee  about  to  decide  to  call 
him,  turned  cold  when  he  mentioned  the 
fact  that  his  wife  is  an  attorney.  Likewise, 
there  have  been  times  when  in  law  school, 
for  example,  Debbie's  obviously  scripturally 
based  comments  brought  "sour  notes" 
concerning  their  "mixed  marriage."  Many 
people  had  pre-conceived  ideas  of  my  role 
as  a  preacher's  wife  and  when  they  found 
out  they  got  a  funny  look  on  their  face  and 
used  a  different  tone.  Sometimes  people 
who  think  they  want  legal  advice,  can  be 
helped  to  see  what  they  need  is  a  spiritually 
motivated  new  look  at  themselves  and  their 


situation. ..By  law  or  by  grace  is  often  a  deci- 
sion making  issue." 

Do  they  talk  about  legalism  and  moral 
law  a  lot?  Yes.  Sometimes  Dantzler,  the 
pastor,  asks  Dantzler,  the  attorney, 
hypothetical  questions,  and  they  consider 
"what  is  right  and  what  is  legal."  "I'm  very 
defensive  concerning  lawyers,"  Dantzler 
says.  "When  I  hear  people  say  you  can't 
trust  lawyers  because  they  are  all 
dishonest,  I  bristle,  because  I  know  many 
honest  lawyers,  and  my  wife  is  one." 

Meanwhile,  pastoring  and  law  practice 
take  place  side  by  side  in  the  neat  white 
house  set  at  the  side  of  a  road  —  near  Holly 
Hill.  "Our  church  people  seem  not  at  all 
bothered  by  this.  In  fact  they  seem  to  feel 
there  is  a  distinct  asset  in  having  a  lawyer 
nearby,"  Debbie  smiles.  "Someday  I  sup- 
pose we'll  be  in  other  places.  Right  now  I 
am  doing  various  kinds  of  legal  work, 
whatever  comes.  I'd  prefer  criminal  law,  I 
think.  I  love  the  courtroom  and  thrive  on  the 
pleading  of  cases.  We  have  what  we  believe 
is  a  marriage  God  ordained,  and  we  are 
ready  to  work  out  our  careers  in  whatever 
context,  wherever  God  leads.  We  are  very 
happy." 

Next  door,  a  flurry  of  construction 
work  is  taking  place.  This  year  Sandridge 
Baptist  Church,  Screven  Association,  broke 
ground  for  a  major  renovation  of  the  sanc- 
tuary. A  "Together  We  Build"  campaign 
netted  more  than  the  $126,000  needed  for 
the  project.  The  old  140  seating  capacity  is 
now  enlarging  to  accomodate  275  people. 

"There's  a  fine  line,"  Dantzler  muses, 
"between  leading  and  teaching.  The  task  is 
to  know  when  to  step  back,  when  you  are 
fighting  the  temptation  to  continue  to  lead. 
My  prayer  is  that  I  can  fulfill  what  the  people 
need  me  to  be.  My  prayer  is  that  I  stay 
aware  of  the  fact  that  what  we  want  is  not 
always  what  we  need.  I  believe  it  is  my  duty 
to  help  the  people  grow  in  the  Lord  and  His 
word.  I  love  to  lead.  Sometimes  Debbie  has 
to  remind  me  I've  led  far  enough  at  this 
point  and  need  to  let  the  people  make  the 
next  decision.  It  is  easy  to  fall  into  the  trap 
of  feeling  that  more  of  my  leading  is  what 
the  people  want. ..and  to  not  remember  that 
what  I  am  here  for  is  to  help  them  learn 
more  reliance  on  God  and  less  on  me  in 
decision  making." 

The  learning  and  the  leading  and  the 
loving  all  go  hand  in  hand.  The  preacher  and 
the  lawyer  are,  like  their  church  members, 
finding  the  way  exciting  and  fulfilling  as  the 
Lord  meets  their  needs.

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and  summers  in  New  York.  In  1 771 ,  he  went 
to  England  and  settled  in  a  delightful  house 
in  London,  where  for  a  few  years,  enjoyed 
every  blessing  this  world  can  afford... 

"His  ample  fortune  was  spent  in  the 
liberal  encouragement  of  merit  of  every 
kind.  He  collected  a  fine  Library,  and  was 
an  enthusiastic  admirer  of  painting  and 
music. 

"His  high  and  independent  spirit  was 
evinced,  long  before  the  Revolutionary  War 
took  place  —  as  the  following  anecdote  will 
prove.  His  friends  in  England  were  desirous 
that  he  should  be  presented  at  Court  —  but 
he  always  declined  the  honor  because  as  a 
subject  it  would  have  been  necessary  for 
him  to  bow  the  knee  which  he  said  he  would 
never  do,  to  mortal  man. 

"(The  war  intervened. ..confusion..,)  He 
returned  to  America  in  1 789  and  immediate- 
ly repaired  to  General  Washington's  Head 
Quarters,  where  he  happened  to  be  when 
Arnold's  treachery  was  discovered. 

"It  appears,  from  letters  of  that  period, 
that  he  influenced  the  Commander-in-Chief 
to  send  General  Greene  to  take  command 
of  the  Southern  Army,  for  which  he  received 
the  thanks  of  the  Governor  of  South 
Carolina.  From  that  time,  as  is  well  known,  a 
favorable  change  took  place  in  American 
affairs,  which  led  to  the  surrender  of  Corn- 
wallis,  and  the  termination  of  the  war. 

"Shortly  after,  he  was  chosen  one  of 
the  Delegates  from  South  Carolina  to  Con- 
gress where  he  remained  until  the  Peace.  It 
was  proposed  to  him  to  allow  his  name  to 
appear  as  candidate  for  Governor  of  that 
State,  which  he  declined,  thinking  that  he 
had  been  so  long  abroad,  he  might  not  (as 
well  as  some  others)  understand  local  in- 
terests of  his  countrymen. 

"His  family,  whom  he  had  left  in 
France,  joined  him  1 783  at  Philadelphia  and 
soon  after  he  returned  with  them  to  Caro- 
lina, where  they  found  everything  in  the 
most  deplorable  state  of  delapidation,  par- 
ticularly his  old  family  residence,  so  much 
so  that  they  feared  it  was  uninhabitable. 
However,  energy  and  good  management 
soon  restored  things  to  some  order,  and 
though  he  never  felt  entitled  to  live  as  he 
had  formerly  done  (having  sustained  great 
losses),  his  house  was  always  the  seat  of 
liberal  hospitality. 

"He  now  devoted  himself  to  agri- 
culture, and  the  care  of  his  Estate,  which 
had  been  sequestered  for  some  years.  He 
also  pointed  out  new  channels  of  Com- 
merce for  his  Countrymen,  which  his  Euro- 


pean correspondents  enabled  him  to  do. 

"But  he  was  not  long  allowed  to  re- 
main in  retirement,  as  on  the  formation  of 
the  Federal  Government,  he  was  chosen 
Senator  for  six  years. 

"He  once  more  embarked  on  the  stor- 
my sea  of  Politics  —  where  his  love  of 
freedom  —  his  liberal  mind  —  strict  integri- 
ty and  unflinching  rectitude  were  fully 
evinced,  and  though  he  differed  in  opinion 
with  many  of  his  contemporaries,  he  never 
lost  the  respect  of  any. 

"...General  Washington  remarked  he 
had  never  been  disappointed  in  the 
character  of  those  who  had  been  recom- 
mended to  him  by  Mr.  Izard. 

"In  the  year  1795,  he  took  a  final  leave 
of  public  life  and  returned  home  ("the 
Elms")  with  the  hope  of  passing  the  evening 
of  his  days  in  the  calm  enjoyment  of  rural 
occupation  and  the  society  of  his  family  and 
friends.  But  Heaven  decreed  it  otherwise.  In 
less  than  two  years  he  was  seized  in  an  ins- 
tant, with  the  dreadful  malady,  that  depriv- 
ed him  of  the  use  of  one  side,  and  reduced 
him  from  a  state  of  perfect  health  and 
unusual  activity,  to  one  of  deplorable 
helplessness.  Yet  his  intellect  was  merciful- 
ly spared  and  the  strength  of  his  mind  and 
his  religious  principle  were  never  more  ap- 
parent than  during  the  seven  years  that  he 
lived  after  the  attack. 

"He  always  took  a  lively  interest  in  all 
public  occurrences,  had  the  newspapers 
and  all  the  new  publications  of  merit  read  to 


him  and  continued  to  collect  his  numerous 
family  and  intimate  friends  around  him 
whenever  he  was  well  enough  to  do  so. 

"His  apt  quotations,  from  a  well  stored 
mind  and  most  retentive  memory,  both  from 
the  ancient  and  modern  languages,  often 
amused  and  delighted  his  companions  and 
proved  that  however  much  the  body  was 
debilitated,  the  mind  was  still  in  full  vigor. 

"His  personal  appearance  was 
prepossessing,  being  tall,  full  six  feet,  well 
proportioned  and  graceful.  He  excelled  in 
Horsemanship  and  in  all  the  many  exer- 
cises then  in  vogue,  such  as  Cricket,  Ten- 
nis, and  etc. 

"He  expired  on  the  30th  May  1804,  in 
the  sixty-second  year  of  his  age,  and  was 
buried  at  the  Parish  Church  of  St.  James, 
Goose  Creek,  where  a  Marble  Tablet  was 
placed  to  his  memory. 

"He  was  remarkable  for  his  taste,  and 
built  a  house  in  Charleston,  which  formed 
one  of  its  chief  ornaments,  as  long  as  it 
stood.  It  was  burnt  down  in  1828."

...If  ever  your  Memoirs  (sic)  should  be 
printed  for  posterity,  I  should  wish  your 
likeness  to  precede  them  with  this  short 
motto. .."An  Honest  Man's  the  noblest  work 
of  God."

Through  our  travel  we  have  had  as  our 
purpose  to  establish  a  direct,  first-hand  link 
between  the  churches  and  associations  of 
the  State  and  the  Baptist  College  at 
Charleston.  We  are  endeavoring  to  forge  a 
strong  relationship  of  mutual  awareness. 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston  is  very  aware 
of  the  indebtedness  we  have  to  the  South 
Carolina  Baptist  Convention  and  the  chur- 
ches and  pastors  of  the  state.  This  activity 
has  been  a  joy  and  a  delight,  for  along  the 
way  I  saw  many  old  friends  and  made  many 
new  ones. 

A  new  focus  on  the  stated  mission  of 
our  college  has  brought  the  phrase 
"Academic  Excellence  in  a  Christian  En- 
vironment" into  the  foreground.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  make  our  denomination 
aware  of  this  college's  stated  purpose  and 
to  understand  and  to  fully  grasp  that  this  is 
our  mission.  Basically,  this  is  what  this 
department  is  struggling  to  achieve.  Our  ad- 
ministration realizes  the  necessity  of  good- 
will and  strong  relationships  with  those  to 
whom  we  are  responsible. 

However,  visiting  and  traveling, 
preaching  and  lecturing  are  not  all  we  have 
been  doing.  For  instance,  on  July  26,  we 
sponsored  the  first  annual,  "SUMMER 
OLYMPICS  FOR  SENIOR  ADULTS!"  on  the 
campus.  It  was  one  of  the  finest  events 
anywhere.  We  had  more  than  300  Senior 
Adults  representing  some  30  Baptist  Chur- 
ches of  South  Carolina. 

The  Pastor's  Advisory  Board  met  in  May 
and  brought  together  a  good  representation 
of  Ministers  from  across  the  state.  This  was 
a  time  of  sharing  of  the  past  events  and  the 
present  happenings  at  the  College  as  well 
as  relating  the  things  yet  to  come  and  how 
this  group  will  be  a  part  of  the  life  of  the  Col- 
lege. Other  activities  coming  aross  my  desk 
from  day  to  day  involve  helping  churches 
with  pulpit  supply  and  counseling  on  varied 
subjects  and  also  guiding  students  who 
may  need  a  hand  and  a  word  of  encourage- 
ment. 

This  Fall  Baptist  College  at  Charleston 
will  be  represented  at  eleven  of  the  43  Fall 
Baptist  associational  meetings.  The  depart- 
ment will  bring  the  Educational  Report  and 
the  Baptist  College  story  to  some  447  chur- 
ches and  the  potential  of  some  178,496 
messengers.  It  is  hard  to  conceive  of  speak- 
ing to  this  many  churches  and  to  this  many 
people,  but  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  tell  our 
story  that  is  in  a  'New  Era!' 


Another  Fall  venture  will  be  that  of 
coordinating  a  "Ministerial  Student  Day"  in 
the  churches  of  the  tri-associational  area. 
This  will  be  when  ministerial  students  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  preach  in  a  local 
church.  The  College  wants  these  young 
men  to  gain  some  experience  as  they  strive 
to  prepare  to  serve  the  Lord  through  a  local 
congregation.  We  are  asking  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  churches  of  the  area  to  help  us 
share  a  preaching  time  with  them. 

Fall  semester  will  hold  treasured 
moments  of  recognition,  labor,  love  and 
sacrifice.  One  will  be  the  completion  of  the 
Lightsey  Chapel.  We  are  helping  put 
together  the  Ministers'  Prayer  Service 
which  is  to  take  place  during  Dedication 
Week,  November  28-December  4,  1984. 

One  of  the  underscored  factors  of 
responsibility  in  this  newly-created  depart- 
ment of  Baptist  College  is  to  be  sure 
pastors,  denominational  leaders  and  chur- 
ches are  made  aware  of  the  facilities  this 
campus  offers  for  meetings,  seminars, 
retreats,  conferences.  Two  seminars  thus 
far  this  year  were  sponsored  by  Charleston 
and  Screven  Associations.  The  response 
was  most  favorable.  The  Evangelism 
Department  of  the  SCBC  is  scheduling  their 
"Evangelympics"  here  December  28-29, 
1984.  This  will  attract  more  than  1,000 
youth  from  across  South  Carolina.  We  are 
eager  to  work  with  Rev.  Knox  E.  Talbert  in 
this.  We  mean  it  when  we  say,  "come  visit 
with  us,  use  our  facilities  when  they  are 
available  " 

The  past  months  have  been  very  busy, 
and  there  is  a  feeling  that  it's  all  worth  it 
because  this  is  where  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
is  leading  us,  in  our  own  vineyard.  Baptist 
College  at  Charleston.  And  after  all,  that's 
all  that  matters.
